CNS reportH that 
paclcor to pecker trading is supporting the top end of the 
market. Jobbers, meanwhile, are buying boef at the low 
end because of their severe profit restrictions. 

The reason for slaughterers selling at the low ond, is 
because it is reported that lliere are more sellers of carcass 
beef than there are buyors, and that boef must bo moved If 
it is in the cooler. Packers are expected to support boef 
pricos In the $106-109 range to make slaughtering $70-72 
live cattle profitable, or at least a breakeven proposition.

Impact on West 
to be ‘massive’ 


While farm groups and 
leading Republicans praised 
President Reagan's decision 
to end the grains embargo 
against the Soviet Union, 
Democrats called tho move 
poorly timed and a former 
ambassador to Afghanistan 
criticized the administration 
for “rewarding” Russia for 
not invading Poland. 


“I don't think the Soviets 
should bo rewarded for not 
invading another country,” 
Theodore Eliot, a former 
U.S. Ambassador to 
Afghanistan said. The em- 
bargo began 1 'as part of the 
effort to make the Soviets 
pay a price for their invasion 
of Afghanistan,” he said. 
And now , “the foreign 


policy explanation is that we 
ore rewarding the Soviets 
for not invading Poland.” 
Senator William Pr ox- 
mire (D-Wis.) said the 
decision “sets a dangerous 
precedent for U.S. foreign 
policy. Lifting the embargo

Grade change could 
take up to one year 

Assistant Agriculture Secretary C.W. McMillan said 
recently he thought it would take the USDA at least one year 
to make changes in beef quality grades . 

Speaking to the Newspaper Farm Editors of America 
meeting in Washington, D.C. McMillan said he expects to 
receive a formal petition from the National Cattleman's 
Association asking for quality grade changes in the near 
future. 

He said USDA’s Food Safety and Quality Service will 
exaininB the NCA recommendation along with those ■■ 
received from meat packer groups and other interested 
parties. Following that review, FSQS will study the 
economic impact of beef grading changes , McM illan said. 

' 'I think from time to time it has proved a good Idea to 
change the grade standards,’ ' McMillan said. • ‘ ' 

McMillan said USDA would probably hold hearings on 
any proposal for grade changes to assess public sentiment . 
toward such changes. However, he said consumers have 
shown a definite demand for less waste fqt in the cuts of 
beef they consume.

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USDA sets 1982 
marketing quota 

Under legislative man- 
date, the USDA announced 
a 1982 crop wheat market- 
ing quota of 2,459 billion 
bushels, though it is 
unlikely that the quota 
figure will have an impact 
on next year’s crop, reports 
CNS. 

The whole wheat market- 
ing quota system, including 
the announcement of a 
quota level, is part of 
permanent farm legislation. 
Its function was suspended 
by the 1977 farm bill for the 
1977 to 1981 crop years and 
it is likely that the 1981 farm 
bill under consideration will 
again suspend the quota 
provision through 1985. 

Under the permanent 
legislation, a marketing 
quota must be approved by 
88% of wheat producers in a 
referendum. It would then 
limit the amount of wheat 
each producer could market 
without penalty.

Food Safe! 




Food and Drug Admini- 
stration Commissioner Ar- 
thur Hull Hayes Jr., 
recently told a Senate Panel 
that changes in U.S. food 
safety laws would not 
necessarily lead to less 
complex food safety regula- 
tions, reports CNS. 

The Delaney Clause, a 
cornerstone of U.S. food 
safety law and target of 
congressional criticism, has 
affected only a few FDA 
food safety decisions, Hayes 
told the Senate agricultural 
appropriations subcommit- 
tee in prepared remarks. 
Hayes testified during 
hearings on the 1982 FDA 
budget. 

Even if the Delaney 
Cause were struck from the 
law, the general food safety 
provisions of the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act 
would still leave FDA facing 
many complex scientific and 
regulatory questions, he 
sold. 

The Delaney Clause 
requires foods to be free of 
all cancer-causing agents. 

Hayes noted that Con- 
gress has put forth some 
oroposals that would base 


# 


the regulatory treatment of 
food ingredients on the 
degree of risk, they pose, as 
determined by a scientific 
panel. However, FDA be- 
lieves such proposal would 
not resolve the basic 
problems inherent in regu- 
lations based on scientific 
evaluation. 

“I do not believe a 
scientific consensus can be 
created where it does not 
already exist...” Hayes 
said. 

Although Hayes said he 
believed current food safety 
laws need updating and 
clarification, risk should 
remain the primary basis of 
FDA’s intervention in the 
U.S. food supply. 

Food safety issues would 
become even more confus- 
ing if FDA were to weigh the 
health risks and benefits of 
a food Ingredient as the 
basis for regulatory action. 
It would be hard to weigh 
economic benefits of a food 
agent against sometimes 
uncertain or low-level health 
hazards, and there are 
many cases where the 
benefits are intangible, 
Hayes said.

“I foresee a kind of 
limited partnership," said 
Wilson. His arrangement 
would have each partner act 
in those areas where ho had 
the greatest degree of 
expertise. 

“Partnerships are fine as 
long as you're tho senior 
partner,” Wilson added. 

' 1 Let's emphisize our unique 
and separate areas of 
expertise and therefore 
keep the partnership limi- 
ted.’' 

Roger Loper , president of 
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Chevron Oil Shnle Co., San 
Francisco, Culif., said ho 
has no doubt who the senior 
partner is where energy 
development is concerned... 
tho federal government. 

The Chevron president 
outlined plans for his 
company’s Clear Crook Oil 
Shale Project in Colorado 
and listed the predicted 
impacts that project will 
have on communities in the 
development area. 

The project will create 

10.000 jobs, Loper said. 
Five now elementary 
schools will have to be built, 

9.000 housing units and 
five-million gallons of water 
per day will be needed. 

Loper said water conser- 
vation will be one of 
Chevron’s primary con- 
cerns. "The time will 
come,” he said, "when a 
lack of water will restrain 
the growth of tho oil shale 
business.”

Senator Henry M. Jack- 
son (D-Wnsh.) said ho felt 
the embargo was unfair to 
farmers but added that * 1 tho 
President's decision to lift 
the embargo ta badly timed 
and we aro giving the wrong 
signal. The Afghan situation 
continues and the Polish 
crisis remains." 

China's official Xinhau 
new ngency released a 
dispatch which called Rea- 
gan’s justifications for 
lifting the embargo "too 
farfetched" and “obviously 
untenable." 

The President '8 decision 
to lift the Soviet grains 
embargo was "enthusias- 
tically greeted" by the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation which called it 
"the beBt news in a long 
time." AFBF President 
Robert Delano congratula- 
ted Reagan for keeping his 
campaign promise to lift the 
embargo and said, "State 
Department arrogance to- 
ward agriculture and farm 


markets reaches across the 
years nnd through several 
Administrations," Delano 
said the uso of food as a 
weapon was "an idea bom 
out of desperation, a 
measure of political and 
military weakness. " 

The National Farmers 
Union also praised Presi- 
dent Reagan for ending the 
lG-month embargo. How- 
ever, NFU President George 
Stone said he believes 
political interference with 
exports could happen again 
in the future. "Farmers 
Union believes that it's 
essential for the Congress to 
approve a much-strength- 
ened 1981 farm bill and that 
it should include a specific 
embargo protection 
clause , ’ 1 said Stone. 

Senator Roger Jep9en 
(R-Iowa) applauded Rea- 
gan’s decision and said, 
"We must make a pledge 
that never again will we 
allow one segment of our 
population to bear the 
burden of foreign policy. "

Generally, property 
which is included in a 
decendent's gross estate 
must be valued at its fair 
market value at the time of 
the decedent's death. Fair 
market value is determined 
by valuing property at its 
highest and best use, rather 
than its actual use. For 
example, a farm or ranch 
that ta dose to a city could 
be valued at what a real 
estate developer would pay 
for the property as opposed 
,to Its value as a farm or 
ranch. 

Valuation of farm or 
ranch land at its highest and 
best use normally causes a 
hardship to the decedent's 
heirs who want to continue 
the family business. This is 
true because if the farm or 
ranch has a greater value for 
residential or industrial 
development than it does 
for its farm or ranch use, the 
value must be based on the 
higher and better use to 
which the property can be 
put. Thus, the farm or ranch 
often has to be sold in order 
to pay the estate taxes. 

An executor of an estate, 
however, may elect to value 
real property used for 
fanning or ranching which 
is includable in the gross 
estate of a decedent on the 
basis of the property’s use 
as a farm or ranch rather 
than its fair market value. 
This method ta commonly 
referred to as valuing the 
farm or ranch at Its actual 
use rather than at its fair 
market value. In addition to 
other requirements, thereat 
property that is valued at its 
. actual use must have been 
" used as a farm on the date of 
the decedent's death and 
the farm must pass to a 
member of the decedent's 
family. If these two basic 
requirements .ate (net. ip. 


addition to numerous other 
requirements, the executor 
of the decedent's estate 
may elect to value the farm, 
at its actual use rather than 
at its fair market value. 

This special valuation 
method applies to valuing 
real property and is not 
applicable to the personal 
property associated with the 
farm or ranch. 

The total docrease in tho 
value of the farm included in 
the decedent's gross estate 
which results from applying 
the actual decrease caused 
by valuing the farm at its 
actual use, the executor will 
have to have two appraisals 
made: one appraising the 
property at its actual use 
and one appraising the 
property at its fair market 
value. The provisions which 
permit the actual use 
valuation method provide 
certain factors which must 
be applied in valuing the 
rea! property. 

This special use valuation 
method is not a panacea for 
the farmer or rancher. If the 
value of the farm is based on 
its actual use and is later 
disposed of to a non-family 
member or ceases to be 
used as a farm within fifteen 
years after the decedent's 
death, the estate tax 
savings may have to be 
repaid. 

In order to assure its 
availability to his heirs, the 
farmer’s or rancher's will 
mil8t contain certain provi- 
sions. A farmer or rancher 
who would like to take 
advantage of the special 
valuation method should 
consult his tax advisor to 
make certain that his will 
contains certain provisions 
to assure its applicability 
upon his death. We 
recommend that you consult 
your estate planner to assist 
you in ensuring that your 
heire at least have the 
option of electing this 
method of valuation .

TASS quoted U.S. estimates 
that farmers incurred 
"many hundreds of millions 
of dollars" in lo9t revenue 
as a result of the embargo 
which Carter declared in 
early Jan. 1980. 

Although the Soviet 
Union has Baid throughout 
the grain-trade ban that 
they were not hurt by the 
U.S. action, Western agri- 
cultural experts studying 
the Soviet economy said the 
embargo did contribute 
substantially to growing 
meat shortages in the 
USSR. 

Study says beef

annually for the LM A. 

The total value of 
livestock transactions for 
1980 was 853.6 billion, 
down $2.7 billion from the 
• record $66.3 billion set a 
year ago, Allen said. 

The total volume of 
livestock transactiona in 
1 980— including cattle , 

calves, hogs and sheep— 
was also down from a year 
ago at the 232.6 million 
head, he said. 

The study shows the 
volume of livestock by 
counting the number of 
times an animal changes 
ownership, while tho value 
ta the dollar amount of all 
the transactions, he said. 

The declino in value 
occured In bnth cattle and 
hogs, Allen said. Cattle 
transactions were valued at 
$43.5 billion, compared 
with $46.1 billion in 1979, 
the study showed. Tho 
value decline in hoga was 
less significant, down ouly 
$0.1 billion from the 1979 
figure of $9.5 billion, he 
said. 

The volume of hog 
transactions in 1980 was at 
its highost level in 10 years 
at 119.2 million head, up 3.7 
million from the previous 
year. Alien said. The large 
hog volume was a result of 
hog liquidation by producers 
during 1980, he said. 

Allen predicted the 1981 
volume of cattle and calves 
transactions at 108.6 million 
head and of hogs at 111.1 
million head. 

The value per head of 
cattle and calves marketed 
during 1980 was $4b9, down 
$24 per head compared with 
1979, the study showed. 
The value per head of hogq 
marketed during 1980 was 
$79 per cwt, down $7.00 per 
headcompared with 1979. 

He predicted that 1981 
cattle value will be $418 per 
head and 19B1 hog value $84 
per head. 

The 1980 livestock and 
meat value of commerce 
was $90. 7 billion, or3.7% of 
the Gross National Product, 
Allen said. He predicted
